TORTURE Another cat muti¬ 
lation in the city has some 
University-area residents 
asking if anyone cares 
what’s happening to their 
pets. 

Missing cat posters and 
warnings to keep pets in¬ 
doors decorate the lamp- 
posts in the McKernan/Bel- 
gravia neighbourhood. 
Area resident David 
Warawa notices them 
more now that a mutilated 
cat turned up in his next- 
door neighbour’s backyard 
on Tuesday. 

“It was torn in three 
pieces and there was no 
sign of a scuffle,” Warawa 
said. “I have hunted for 40 
years so I know what this 
animal went through. 
Someone just tortured it, 
it’s really sad.” 

Warawa said it was not 
killed by another animal. 

Following a rash of cat 
tortures, mutilations and 
sla5dngs in the city since 
2006, the Edmonton Hu¬ 
mane Society has main¬ 
tained a warning to keep 
animals inside if possible.

Edmonton’s Green gang is 
cheering after news that 
party leader Elizabeth 
May will get her a spot on 
the podium for the federal 
leaders debate. 

The broadcast consor¬ 
tium airing the debate of¬ 
fered May a spot yesterday 
after Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and NDP 
leader Jack La54:on backed 
down from the “if she’s in, 
we’re out” position. 

“My views are those of 
overwhelming gratitude to 
the tens of thousands of- 
Canadians who protested 


vehemently,” May said yes¬ 
terday. 

May will take the stage 
on Oct. 1 and 2 in the na¬ 
tionally televised English 
and French debates. 

And it’s about time, says 
Alberta Green party organ¬ 
izer, George Read. 

“They’re chickens, and 
they realized that people 
would think that they are 
chickens,” he shouted in a 
phone interview. 


“They are scared of her, 
and that’s shameful that 
they would go out there 
and be in opposition of 
democratic debate - that’s 
the system, kids. Why are 
they afraid to debate a 
woman?” 

The party has one sitting 
MP, former Liberal Blair 
Wilson. 

The news is a feather in 
the cap of the fledgling 
party, with scattered but 


growing support in the 
780 area code. 

With eight candidates 
officially running in the 
Edmonton area Edmonton- 
East candidate Trey Gapen- 
hurst says that though sup¬ 
port is rising, many deny 
their Green affiliation in 
public forums. 

“Lots of folks still think 
that if they say they’re 
Green, their jobs are in 
jeopardy,” she said. “We 
have to piy them out like 
oysters. They’re commit¬ 
ted in their hearts, but it’s 
harder for them to step 
forward and less legitimate 
than if the NDP called and 
asked them to be a candi¬ 
date.” 


FAIR TRADE ACT Those who 
get store gift cards in their 
Ghristmas stockings this 
year won’t have to fret 
about spending it right 
away, announced Service 
Minister Heather Klim¬ 
chuk yesterday. 

Beginning in November, 
consumers won’t be 
charged for using gift cards 
and they won’t expire, said 
Klimchuk. 

“A $50 gift card means it 
will be worth $50 no mat¬ 
ter when it is redeemed,” 
said Klimchuk. 

The changes, under the 
province’s Fair Trade Act, 
also prevent stores from 
not honouring cards for 
purchases that are more or 
less than its value. 

Stores can still charge a 
one-time fee when the gift 
cards are purchased, but 
the fees need to be clearly 
explained to customers. 

An estimated $1.2 billion 
in gift cards are sold annu¬ 
ally in Alberta and another 
$180 million is lost when 
the cards expire, according 
to figures from the 
province. 

The new rule changes 
don’t apply to those who 
have cards that expire be¬ 
fore Nov. 1.

Police watcher clears cop of charges in tenant shooting

Though none were killed 
in the line of duty, family mem¬ 
bers, life-savers and local digni¬ 
taries will gather today at the 
Edmonton Firefighters Memo¬ 
rial to remember how the 
brave men put their lives on 
the line. metro edmonton 
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Edmonton police won’t be 
facing any charges after a 
woman who was allegedly 
armed with a knife was 
shot in the stomach by a 
male police officer July 6, 
2007, say Mounties. 

A spokesman with the 
RGMP says Alberta Justice 


Special Prosecutions has 
recommended that no 
criminal charges should 
be made. 

Mounties completed a 
seven month investigation 
into the shooting before 
handing the case over to 
Alberta Justice for a re¬ 
view in Januaiy 2008, said 
RGMP spokesman Gpl. 
Wayne Oakes. 

Police were called to a 


landlord-tenant dispute 
where a female tenant 
was allegedly armed with 
a knife. 

Two junior constables, a 
man and a woman, ap¬ 
proached the apartment 
complex at 12402 115 Ave. 
when the tenant allegedly 
moved towards them in a 
threatening manner. 

The male officer then 
shot the woman in the 


stomach, perceiving her 
actions as some kind of 
threat to his life. 

The woman was rushed 
to the University of Alber¬ 
ta Hospital where she re¬ 
quired surgery. 

Gity police asked 
Mounties to handle the in¬ 
vestigation after the 
shooting.

Convicts at

MANHUNT Two of six in¬ 
mates who made a daring 
escape from a Saskatoon jail 
last month were captured 
this week, but RGMP warn 
the remaining escapees 
could be in Edmonton. 

“We have no idea where 
they are,” said a Winnipeg 
Police Service spokesper¬ 
son. “They really could be 
an5^here.” 

A tip lead Winnipeg po¬ 
lice to Cody Keenatch, 19, 
who was captured in front 
of an apartment complex 
around 10 p.m. Tuesday. A 
search of the building also 
revealed 22-year-old Preston 
Buffalocalf, also arrested. 

RGMP are searching for 
the remaining two es¬ 
capees, Ryan John Age- 
coutay, 25 and Daniel 
Richard Wolfe, 32. Both are 
violent offenders. 

Wolfe is facing two first- 
degree murder charges and 
three attempted murder 
charges in connection with 
a shooting in Fort Qu’Ap- 
pelle, Sask. It is also be¬ 
lieved Wolfe is a founding 
member of the Indian Posse 
prison gang, whose mem¬ 
bers bear “IP” tattoos.

Canadian troops will be out of troubled region by 2011, PM says

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is hoping to make 
gains in Edmonton — 
along with other tense rid¬ 
ings where there is a mili¬ 
tary presence — and with 
voters who oppose Cana¬ 
da's role in Afghanistan, 
said a political science pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Alberta yesterday. 


Harper said yesterday 
that Canada would not re¬ 
new its military mission in 
Afghanistan past 2011. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised 
that since he talked about 
this early in his campaign, 
this is not the only high-pri¬ 
ority issue,” said professor 
Steve Patten. 

“He wants to be some¬ 
body who is seen as strong 
on Canada’s role in 
Afghanistan, but someone 
with a clear date for ending

Retrial sought in British

After 56 hours of deliber¬ 
ation, the juiy found three 
of the men guilty of a less¬ 
er charge of conspiring to 
kill using liquid explosives. 

A verdict could not be 
reached for four others. 


and an eighth man was ac¬ 
quitted. 

A court hearing will be 
held to decide whether a 
retrial should be held. 

Security services in 
Britain said the plan to ex¬ 
plode planes bound for 
Canadian and U.S. airports 
was one of the most intri¬ 
cate and deadly terrorist 
schemes hatched on 
British soil, while U.S. au¬ 
thorities had suggested it 
could have been as big as 
the Sept. 11 attacks. 

The plot, which was un¬ 
covered in August of 2006, 
led to a ban on passengers 
carrying liquids on air¬ 
craft.

It is cool to be kind to the 
environment and it is 
cool to own your own 
home, but did you know 
that cool is really just the 
absence of heat? 

With the popularity of 
geothermal energy taking 


off as awareness of our en¬ 
vironmental impact rises, 
condo buyers have the eco 
option to not only appear 
cool, but also to live in the 
definition of cool. In a nut¬ 
shell, geothermal technolo¬ 
gy basically draws heat 
from the homes it serves to 
heat and stores it in the 
ground to be used later. 

“We are essentially using 


the same technology as 
what is used in your refrig¬ 
eration,” says Lariy Peters 
of REACT Energy in Cal- 
gaiy. Refrigerators remove 
the heat from the air inside 
of the box and dispose of it 
through coils located at the 
back of the fridge. 

“We are doing the same 
thing except on a massive 
scale,” Peters explains. 

Geothermal heating 
takes the heat out of a 
home in the summer and 
transfers it into an an¬ 
tifreeze-like fluid that is 
circulated in pipes located 
in the ground. 

Because the ground is 
cooler than the fluid, the 
heat is sucked out of the 
fiuid and stored in the sur¬ 
rounding dirt and rocks. In 
some cases the pipes are 
run in a horizontal trench 
or they can be inserted into
